cations are strongly in his favor. He would 
make a very strong candidate, and, as such, I 
feel contident he would be elected.”

It is claimed by those 
who ought to know that the Scott bill was not 
legally passei by the House of Representa- 
tives. The bill as it passed the House had just 
the requisite number of votes to pass it, and 
the House Journal shows that such was the 
case, but Kepresentative Smith, of Noble 
County, the athor of the celebrated Smith 
Sunday law, is credited with having voted for 
the Scott bill. There was intense interest 
manifested while the vote was being 
taken, and it was well known that Mr. 
Smith’s vote was necessary to make the meas- 
ure a law, and all eyes were turned toward 
him, Mr. Smith had repeatedly stated that 
he would not vote for the bill, and after the 
result was announced several members and 
reporters went to Mr. Smith personally and 
asked the question, ‘* Did you vote for the 
bill?” Mr. Smith answered that he did not. 
If any doubt exists on this point there are 
those who will make affidavit to the fact that 
the Representative from Noble County doe- 
nied having voted for the bill. Although the 
journal shows that the bill was legally passed, 
according to Mr. Smith the bill became a 
jaw through fraud. There is much specula- 
tion among attorneys whether the Supreme 
Court will go back of the figures as shown by 
the Journal of the House. Some maintain that 
it will not, while others are equally confident 
that an investigation might be entered into if 
it were clearly shown that the bili lacked the 
— number of votes necessary to make it 
a law. It seems probable that the reverend 
member from Nobie County has been advised 
to make no statement whatever regarding the 
matter, and he therefore maintains a 
silence seldom equaled by amateur poli- 
ticians. It is possible that some 
one answered to Smith’s name when 
the roll was called, but Mr. Smith aided in the 
deception and the fraudulent passage of the 
bill in not correcting the mistake of the clerk, 
if mistake it was, after having been advised by 
more than one person that his vote had been re- 
corded, While Mr. Smith isa pronounced tem- 
perance man and aquibbler about Sabbath dese- 
cratjon, and truly good beyond expression, the 
course he took in allowing the Scott bill to be- 
come a law by the use of his name is question- 
able consistency. So wellis Mr. Smith Gisci- 
plined that all letters addressed to him asking 
if he voted and how he voted on this measure 
are ignored, and not one syllable can be ob- 
tained from the author of the famous ‘* Smith 
bill,” which was the principal factor in defeat- 
ing the Republican Party of Ohio in October 
t.

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GOV. FOSTER CONFIDENT. 
HE PREDICTS AN EXCITING BUT SUCCESSFUL

Cnricaco, May 25.—Gov. Foster, of Ohio, 
reached Chicago this morning and left for 
Toledo to-night. In conversation with a re- 
porter he said: ‘‘In Ohio we are on the eve 
of one of the most exciting elections ever 
held in our State.

There will be at least 100,000 votes cast 
for tbe prohibitory amendment, and while 
there will very probably be a fuil Prohibition 
ticket in the field, it will only be supported 
by the political Prohibitionists, who are not 
very numerous. The Republicans will tavor 
the taxation of the liquor trafic and the sub- 
mission of tnese questions to the people. It 
seems to me that we now have the best of the 
position and that the embarrassing end of 
the temperance poker is pointed at the Dem- 
ocrats. Nine-tenths of the voters are in favor 
of taxing the traffic because it will bring the 
State about $2,000,000 additional revenue and 
close 30 per cent, of the saloons,”’ 

Foster says positively that be will not bea 
candidate for renomination. He favors Judge 
Foraker, and will work to secure for that gen- 
tleman the indorsement of the delegates to the 
next State Convention.

THE ADULTERAITED TEA LAW.

MEASURES TO PREVENT IMPORTATIONS 
OVER THE CANADIAN BORDER. 

Wasuinetor, May 25.—The tea trade in 
New-York and other cities will be interested 
in a circular just issued in regard to the opera- 
tion of the act of March 8 to prevent the im- 
portaticn of adulterated and spurious teas. 
Information having reached the department 
that attempts may be made to violate the act 
by means of importation from Canada, the 


attention of Customs officers on the frontier is 
expressly directed to the matter. In cases of 
doubt they are not to deliver teas until 
samples have been examizved and reported on 
by a proper officer, to whom the samples are 
to be sent, or who may be sent to the port of 
entry toexamine them. In case teas are re- 
jected by the Examiner of teas, the Exam- 
iner must inform the Appraiser, who will 
enter notice upon the invoice and forward it 
to the Collector, who will give notice to the 
importer of condemnation. If the importer 
objects to the finding of the Examiner he 
will, within 10 days from the date of the Col- 
lector’s notice, demand the appointment 
by the Collector of a committee of ar- 
bitration, at the same time naming 
a member and depositing $30 with the Col- 
lector as compensation for cost of the commit- 
tee at $5 a day. The arbitrators named by 
the Collector and the importer will select a 
third. Under oath the three will then make a 
report tothe Collector. The Tea Appraiser at 
New-York, Mr. James R. Davies, bas already 
heard that there may be danger that spurious 
teas will be sent over the Canadian line. This 
is not the busy season among the importers, 
and he will probably find plenty of time to at- 
tend to the importers who endeavorjto supply 
inferior tea by the northern route. As Ap- 
praiser. he will probably have all the ports 
trom Baltimore to Boston under surveillance, 
and will be assisted at different ports by com- 
petent examiners.

DYNAMiLTE PLOITERS IN TROY. 


AN ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A HOUSE OCCU- 
PIED BY NON-UNION WORKMEN. 

Troy, May 25.—A boy, while at play, last 
evening, ran into a passage between what is 
known as St. Francis Block, a large tenement on 
Fifteenth-street, and an adjoining house. When 
about to emerge from the passage, tne lad noticed 
that an opening had been made through the foun- 
dation of the St. Frencis Building, which is the 
boarding-place of 32 non-union molders employed 
in the Malleable Iron-works, directly opposite, and 
the residence of half a dozen families, numbering 
20 persons. The boy made known his discovery, 
and as an attempt had recently been made to fire 
the building with rags saturated with kerosene, 


the information created extreme excitement among 
the inmates. The police investigated the matter 
and found that the foundation, which is 3 feet 
thick, had beem opened sufficiently to allow 
entrance to the cellar. Therein was discov- 
ered a new shovel, a pickaxe, and 
ether tools, and a pair of overalls, 
and a shirt concealed under a pile of dirt. The 
police have no doubt that arrangements had been 
nearly completed to blow up the building with 
dynamite. Since the non-union men have taken 
the places of discharged union emploves they have 
been frequently attacked and been warned to 
leave the city under penalty of death. Detectives 
have been employed for some time guarding non- 
union men egainst attacks from the crowd that 
continually haunts the outside of the foundry. The 
successful isewe of the attempt to destroy the 
building would have resulted in the loss of at least 
60 lives. There is great consternation in the neigh- 
borhood, and several arrests are expected.

A MURDERER’S DOOM SEALED.

THE FUTILE EFFORTS OF JOHN M’GINNIS TO 
ESCAPE THE GALLOWS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—The Supreme 
Ccurt, by affirming the judgment of the court be- 
low to-day, sealed the fate of John McGinnis, of 
this city, who has been under sentence of death 
tor about a year for the murder of his mother-in- 
law, on Sept. 30, 1881. On the morning of that day 
McGinnis called to see his wife, from whom he had 
been separated. and not finding her said he would 
return in the evening. She was then living* 


with her mother at No. 1,303 Fitzwater- 
strect. He returned about 8 o'clock in the 
evening and again demanded to see his wife. 
After a brief interview with Mrs. Read, ber daugh- 
ter came down to the front door, and a few min- 
utes later McGinnis drew a revolver und shot his 
wife in the breast. Her mother rushed into the 
street erying *‘ Murder!’ and was pursued by her 
infuriated son-in-law. She rushed to Thirteenth- 
street and ran into the alleyway of No. 447 South 
Thirteenth-street, fully 150 yards from her house. 
Thither McGinnis followed her, revolver in 
hand, and overtaking her in the yurd of 
the house, leaned over ber prostrate form and, 
notwithstanding her piteous cries for meroy, emp- 
tied two chambers of his pistol into her body, kill- 
ing her outright. He was immediately arrested. 
His wife recovered from her wounds. At the trial 
the defense claimed that the act was committed 
in a drunken frenzy, the man having been dented 
the knowledge of the burial-place of his dead child. 
He was convicted and sentenced to be hanged. 
The penalty, however, was suspended on account 
of the writ to error to the Supreme Court, which 
to-day approved the verdict of guilty rendered by 
the jury.

FAINTING WHILE BEING SENTENCED. 

PHILDELPHIA, May 25.—When Oscar Adel- 
steiu, a white-haired old man, who was convicted 
in the United States District Court of having em- 
bezzled a letter containing a check for $100, was 
called up before Judge Butler to-day for sentence, 
he approached the bar with faltering steps. He 
said that he had never.been im a court-room before 
except asaspectator. The dudge began to make 


some remarks before imposing sentence, Before 
he had finished, the prisoner, who had been 
trembling violently, fell ina swoon. A half-sup- 
pressed cry arose from the crowd in the 
room. ‘Two officers carried the old man out 
into the freer air of the hallway, and when he 
revived he was told that the Judge had decided 
to defer the sentence until another day. The old 
man, however, with tears in his eyes, begged to 
have the matter over at once; he said that he was 
ouite strong again, and would try to bear up. 
The court decided to gratify him, and he was 
brought to the bar a second time. He trembled, 
however, in spite of himself, and as the court im- 
posed upon him a sentence of nine months’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $100, he fell again into the 
waiting arms of a tipstaiff. He was not uncon- 
scious, but so affected that he could not stand, and 
when, after a little time, he was led to the rear of 
the eourt-reom, the tears were roliing in big drops 
down his cheeks.

CROSSING THE NEW BRIDGE 


ITS CAPACITY HULLY TESTED BY 
A GREAT TRAFFIC. 

CROWDS OF PEDESTRIANS AND VEHICLES 
PASSING OVER THE STRUCTURE AND 
BLOCKADING THE NEW-YORK ENTRANCE. 

If yesterday’s traffic across the Brooklyn 
bridge demonstrated anything, it was that the 
volume of travel, particularly from the New- 

York end, was regulated and altogether lim- 

ited by the facilities for getting upon the

day, and with a wantof suitable outiets to the 
opposite side of Manhattan Island. There was 

a crush of foot passengers from 11 o’clock in 

the morning untii7 o'clock at night. They 

collected at_ the entrance, compressed them- 
selves intoa funnel about 15 feet in width, and 
then ran the gantlet, one by one, of the toll- 
takers. Once past these officers, the footpath 
for a brief space widened cut, and in this the 
crowd shook itself and took breath for the 
long journey across the wonderful bridge. 
Once outside the brick and iron building there 


was no crowding and no difficulty in making 
an easy trip on foot to the Brooklyn side. 1t 
was a strong tide, however, as he found out 
who stopped tor a moment to lean over 
the railing and gaze at the panorama spread 
out over miles of space. He was jostled 
in the most uncomfortable manver. This tide 
swept along, keeping to the right and oecupying 
just about half of the 15 feet into which the 
promenade had once more compressed itself. 
An equally strong tide of human beings oc- 
cupied the other half setting in from Brook- 
lyn toward New-York. There was no 
clashing between them. For eight hours 
this conditien of affairs existed on the 
bridge. Two bicycle riders, one of this City 
and one of St. Louis, threaded their way 
among the crowd, and claim the honor of being 
the first wheelmen to cross the bridge. Pick- 
pockets were, busy, especially toward night. 
Two watches were found in the pocket of a 
colored thief. A Brooklyn man lost a vailua- 
ble watch, but caught the culprit and recov- 
ered the time-piece. Another Brooklyn man 
was not sofortunate. There was morestrength 
developed in the fiow Brooklynward as the 
evening approached and the Brooklyn work- 
men and workwomen began their journey to 
their homes, A limited number of policemen 
was stationed:at the New-York entrance dur. 
ing the day. They were more ornamental 
than useful, and were not particuiarly to be 
commended for either characteristic. Had 
there been enough of them, and had their ac- 
tivity been even at par, they might have pre- 
vented a great deal of the trouble and annoy- 
ance to which the foot passengers and the 
drivers of vehicles weresubjected. Horse cars, 
wagons, and earriages became helplessly en- 
tangled, and were no sooner straigutened out 
than they again became hopelessiy coniused, 
Whenever friction occurred foot passengers 
were inconvenienced in consequence, The dif- 
ficulty of getting into line and preparing to 
enter the funnel was quite enough without 
having that of inconvenience by horse car 
and wagon added to it. At 6 o’clock Printing 
house-square presented a remarkable spec- 
tacle, A mass-of men, women, and boys almost 
completely covered it, awaiting their turn to 
pass over to Brooklyn. Wedged in among this 
throng were horse cars and vehicles of every 
description. A,iong line of the latter extended 
down Nassau-street; car drivers, far behind 
schedule time, were yelling themselves hoarse; 
the police were struggling in the endeavor to 
coax, urge, and finally, in sheer desperation, 
to enforce obedience to their commands; all 
vehicles to Brooklyn took the right-hand road- 
way; those from that city emerged from the 
left. At the Brooklyn approach little or no 
difficulty was realized, even in the morning, 
which was the busiest time of the day. The 
conditions which contributed to the blockad- 
ing of the New-York approach were wenting. 
But the fact was recognized even atthe Brook- 
lyn end that the accessibility to the bridge 
roust be increased, in order tomake it popular, 
by. widening the streets in its vicinity. 

Mr. Otto Witte, the Associate Treasurer of 
the bridge Trustees, was asked about the re- 
ceipts yesterday: ‘‘ We cannot tell until to- 
morrow,” he said, ‘‘ what the receipts for the 
24 hours of the first day of traffic have been. 
From 12 o’clock last night, when the bridge 
was opened for traffic, up to noon to-day the 
receipts indicate that 19,500 persons passed 
over the bridge from the New-York end dur- 
ing those hours. As many more must have 
crossed from Brooklyn to New-York, but 
we have not as yet ascertained their exact 
number. Few vehicles passed over the bridge 
up to9o’clock this morning. Then their number 
began to increase, and at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon we found that in the first 14 bours of the 
bridge’s history as a public bighway we had 
received $75. What proportion of these ve- 
hicles were business vehicles and what 
proportion were eaquipages devoted to 
the pleasure of their occupants of course 
we do not know. Between 8 and 9 
o'clock this morning foot passengers were 
crossing from the Brooklyn side at the rate of 
100 per minute by actual count. That numb4r 
has doubled during the day. Our _ toll- 
takers area new mien and naturally not so 
rapid as the toll-takers on the ferries. ‘They 
lose the fares of some of the foot passengers, 
for Engineer Martin has issued orders that de- 
lays must be avoided atall hazards. If a pas- 
senger, tor instance, should be so mean as to 
present a ten-dollar bill to pay the toll of 1 
cent, the green toll-takers would have to be 
nimble with fingers as we)! as wits in changing 
so large a bill. There would be delay, and the 
crowd in the rear would so choke up the en- 
trance to the toll-boxes that some minutes 
would be lost. To avoid all this the order has 
been given to rush the crowd along and risk 
losing a few fares by such incidents as this. 
Of course, when we get the system of 
toll-taking perfected we shall do mueh 
better. We have two men at each end to col- 
lect fares from foot passengers, and two from 
vehicles, eight in all. ‘They will work eight 
hours and then be relieved, so that three re- 
lays will be employed during the 24 hours of 
the day. The Trustees will take charge of all 
the receipts, ana eventually turn them over to 
the City. All the details of those arrange- 
ments have not yet been perfected. There is 
so much new machinery about all this, that 
it ought to surprise nobody if there is a slight 
friction somewhere. I suppose that at least 
100,000 persons will be shown to-morrow, in 
counting the receipts, to have passed over the 
bridge iuvtee these first 24 hours.” 

“Pm willing to beta trifling amount that 
the figure will be as high at 120,000,” ex- 
claimed Secretary Quintard, who bas been 
identified with the atfairs of the bridge ever 
since its history began. 

‘* Well,” replied Mr. Witte, ‘I am inclined 
to believe your figures will prove nearer the 
actual number than mine.”’ 

No prohibition is placed upon fast driving 
upon the bridge. Persous may drive fast or 
slow as they please. The view from the road- 
way is such, however, that they have thus far 
driven very slowly for the purpose of taking 
itallin. Animmense Marvin safe was dragged 
over to Brookiyn by eight horses, A coaching 
club sped over the roadway at a lively gait, 
and heavy brewery wagons loaded down with 
beer drove up the easy inclive and down on 
the other side. A rule of the road is that 
heavy wagons shall keep to the inside of the 
roadway and leave the outside for the coaches 
and lighter vehicles whose drivers are in more 
ofaburry. Half a dozen funerals took the 
trip yesterday. 

Engineer Paine said that the railroad across 
the bridge would not probably be in run 
ning order before the Ist of July. The 
details of this portion of the work have been 
intrusted to him, and ke will by experiment 
satisfy himself that everything is complete be- 
fore consenting to open tho railroad to the 
public. The cars (24 are to be used on the rail- 
road) are of about the same size and weight as 
those used on the elevated railroad. Their ojat- 
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forms are wider and much more easy of access, 
and their width throughout is a trifle more. 
They each weigh 20 tons. The gauge of the 
bridge railroad is the same as that of 
the elevated railroad. It was originally 
provided that the bridge cars should 
weigh about 10 tons each. A change of plan, 
however, made necessary a general disar- 
rangement of details. No cable road in the 
world has yet been built with ‘grips’ that 
will move a 20-ton car. A much larger grip, 
and possibly of some different design, must be 
made in order to move without possibility of 
accident the heavy cars on the cable road of 
the bridge. This is one of the details to which 
Col. Paine is required to direct his attention, 
and in perfecting this matter time will be re- 
quired. If the railroad is in operation by the 
middle of July that will be about as soon as 
can be expected. 

Col. Paine was asked what information he 
had gained from the instruments placed in 
position on the opening day for determining 
the deflection of the cables under the weight 
put upon them: ‘‘We were all very much 
gratified with the result,’? he replied. ‘‘ The 
instruments showed that in the middle of the 
day, when a great many were passing back 
and forth, the deflection was a trifie over three 
inches. When the procession, with President 
Arthur at its head, came across, the instru- 
ments marked a defiection of three inches 
more, making about six altogether. When 
the procession had reached Brooklyn the 
bridge came back again to its original 
deflection of about three inches. The instru- 
ments show that the deflection has not been 
any more than it was yesterday. We ex- 
pected that there would be a deflection of 
more than six inches on Thursday, and were, 
of course, agreeably surprised to find that we 
were disappointed. But the bridge span can 
drop down four feet befors the limit of elas- 
ticity of the cables is reached—a deflection of 
50 feet represents the limit of the cables’ 
strength. In other words, it would be next to 
impossible to pack any such load upon it as 
would render it unsafe. The bridge has be- 
haved handsomely under the;pressure thus far 
brought to bear upon it.” 

The remarkable rigidity of the structure in- 
deed is a fact that has impressed itself particu- 
larly on the minds of the numerous persons 
who crossed during the day. To all, however, 
there was not the same experience, and at one 
time during the afternoon while the bridge, 
especially near the towers, was very densely 
packed, some ladies felt, or imagined they 
felt, the roadway ‘give’ somewhat, They 
screamed a little and caused a very decided 
sensation in the neighborhocd. As their fears 
of something alarming were speedily found to 
.be groundless, the incipient panic was subdued 
before it had chance to spread. 

About a score of policemen will be em- 
ployed on the bridge. They will wear a blue 
unitorm with brass buttons, and a shoulder- 
strap formed of the lett_rs ‘*N, Y. and B, B.,” 
the two first letters being above the last two, 
while the ‘‘and” is between them, Relays of 
this force will patrol the bridge day and night. 
lf evidence is found that their number must 
be increased, (and thus far there has been 
none,) then more men will be employed. in 
New-York a few policemen of the City Hall 
squad bave been detailed to duty on the bridge, 
it having been represented to Superintendent 
Walling that highwaymen would, in the ab- 
sence of policemen, be tempted to rob persons 
crossing it. The beats of the Brooklyn police- 
men will be so modified as to bring a number 
of men constantly together at the Brooklyn 
epproach. A police station is only a few blocks 
from this approach. There ought to be no 
trouble about protecting the bridge and its 
patrons, 

The gray-haired book-keeper of the Union 
Ferry Company was asked what the effect of 
bridge travel had been upon the receipts of the 
company during theday. ‘I should think it 
had reduced them 10 per cent., perbaps more. 
We cannot tell until to-morrow.” A policemen 
who has been on duty at the Fulton ferry for 
years declared that one-half of the wagon 
traffic had certainly been diverted to the bridge 
during the day. ‘‘ Why, its like a funeral 
around here now,” said he. The hour was 
then 4:30, when the return tide of pas- 
sengers and wagons sets in pretty strong from 
the New-York side. Early in the morning the 
Brooklyn marketmen and grocers who have 
patronized Fulton ferry have been compelled to 
Yallin jineand wait their turn. Frequently this 
line has stretched up Fulton-street as far 
as Sands-street. There has hardly been a 
morning in the history of the ferries that some 
delay was not caused by the volume of traffic. 
Yesterday morning not a wagon had to wait. 
Throughout the day it wes the same. The 
ferry-boats went over and came back about 
half loaded as to vehicles. ‘A great deal of 
this traffic over the bridge, passenger and 
wagou, is stimulated by curiosity,” said the 
gray-haired book-keeper. ‘*Much of it will 
soon come back to us. We see no reason to 
fee! uneasy. The ferry-bost offers a few 
minutes’ rest to man and ~>beast,. On 
the bridge it is a continual ‘move on.’”’ 
The drivers of the Fulton ferry stages express 
no fears as toany permanent injury to their 
business. Severalof them said yesterday that 
they had been carrying the usual number of 
passengers, one having taken 35 on a half-triv, 
which is more than the average. Tho starter 
of the Bleecker-Street Railroad at the ferry 
said that the line was doing more business than 
usual, but thought that it was probably owing 
to the number of strangers and sight-seers in 
the City. He thought things would settle 
down into about the old way as soon as the 
novelty of the bridge wore off. 


It bas been reported that the Fourth-avenue 
line contemplated stopping at Tryon-row, and 
thus avoiding the blockade which the opening 
of the bridge has caused. Mr. Edward V. W. 
Rossiter, the Treasurer of the road, said to a 
Times reporter yesterday: ‘‘ We have no 
idea of stopping our cars this side of the Post 

\ffice. Wedo intend, if we find it possible, 
to construct a spur track in Tryon-row in 
front of the Sfasts-Zeitung Building. 
We originally owned this property, and 
had the right to build the track 
which we are now anxious to construct. We 
sold the property, however, to Mr, Otten- 
dorfer, and he now objects to our building the 
spur track. He secured an injunction against 
us two weeks ago, and this injunction is stillin 
force, but we are negotiating witk Mr. Otten- 
dorfer, and we think that we have good 
grounds to believe that we shall come to an 
amicable settlement. If we build this spur 
track it will not be the terminus of the Fourth- 
avenue road. We intend to go to the Post 
Office in the future, as wo have done in the 
past, but the spur track will be serviceable in 
case of a blockade at the bridge, which is al- 
ways liable to occur, and it will also come in 
handy during the busy hours of the morning 
and evening, when extra cars are required to 
accommodate the throngs of people who pat- 
ronize the road.” 

Mr. Lyon, President of the Third-avenue 
line of street cars, when asked what the com- 
pany intended to do in view of the opening of 
the bridge, said: ‘‘ We are not going to give 
up one foot of the ground to which we are en- 
titled. The Third-avenue road was authorized 
by the Legislature long before the Brooklyn 
bridge was thought of, and we have the right 
of way by virtue of precedence of our claim 
over the Brooklyn bridge. If the bridge finds 
that we are in its way, there is one thing for 
it to do. Itcan sink itself and pass under the 
railroad. What we want is, not to restrict 
our privileges, but to enlarge them.” 

The moon at midnight threw its slanting 
rays from the apex of the Brooklyn tower to 
the middle of the bridge. Aft that hour 1,000 
persons an hour were erossing. From 6 to 
Y o'clock 5,000 persons an hour passed 
in their penmies on the New-York side. 
William A. Terwilliger, the Sergeant of 
the Bridge Police, an old officer of 
the Twenty-first Ward, said that after 
9 o'clock the rush steadily decreased. ‘The 
night was cool and comfortable. ‘There were 
a few clouds, but not enough to obscure the 
stars. The spectacle from the bridge was a 
fine one. Below the ferry-iioats mcved hither 
and thither, while noisy tugs darted about and 
larger craft glided up and down the river. On 
either bank rows of gas lamps illuminated the 
piers and the shipping atanchor. The bridge 
itself, in the white rays of the electric lights, 
looked like a great spider’s web stretched 
across the river. 
part, were not paid for the simple privilege 
of crossing the river, but to see the 
sights. The people  tarried long in 
the centre of the mammoth span and 
viewed the river scene and the cities spread 
out on eith’ r side. Sentimentality and sublimi- 
ty were commingled. A musician pulled his 
cornet out from the recesses of his garments 
late in the evening, and, midway between the 
towers, blew in shrill blasts *‘’ Way down upon 
the Suwanee River.” A fifer and a drummer 
led an irregular column across from Brooklyn 
to the tune of ‘‘ Marching Through Georgia,” A

young man rattled the vones, while a dozen 
followers sang, “ in de Morning by de Bright 

Light.” Dozens went across the bridge play- 

ing ‘accordions and mouth harmonicas, The 

breeze was broken on Jand by the buildings, 

but on the bridge it had full sweep, and a man 
clad ina linen duster and a straw hat was an 
object of much attention. 

There was food for thought for enthusiasts 
on the bridge. One enraptured soul munched 
a ham sandwich in the centre of the structure, 
while he surveyed the spectacle spread out be- 
fore him, The imbeciles who write their 
names on every vacant space had left their 
work everywhere. The inscription, ap- 
parently done with stencil plate, stat- 
ing that a certain man died May 25, 
1883, was conspicuous. The first cow went 
across from New-York last night. It was 
driven by Michael McIlvaney, of Brooklyn, 
Three bicvcle riders came over from Brook- 
lyn, and two six-in-hand tally -ho 
coaches followed. Devin Post, No, 148, 
G. A. R., marched from Brooklyn to New- 
York, under command of Lewis Kk. McLaugh- 
lin. This was the first organization to 
cross in a body. A _ lemonade-vender 
gained access from the New-York side 
at 11:30, and cried his liquid at 2 cents a glass. 
A blind man playing *‘Git away from dat 
window” met him in the middle of the 
bridge and stopped to slake his thirst. 
A toll-taker estimated the receipts for foot 
passengers for the 24 hours at from $1,000 
to $1,500. Very few bills were offered. 
In the little houses where the pennies 
were received boxes and drawers were burst- 
ing with coins. Thirteen boxes, each about 18 
inches long, 12 inches wide, and 6 inches deep, 
full of coin, were taken awny at onetime. It 
was said that nearly $1,000 was taken in for 
the passage of vehicles. Many truckmen took 
passengers across for 5 cents each. The officers 
said that no one had attempted to commit sui- 
cide from the bridge. 

The display of fire-works on the . bridge 
Thursday night was. witnessed in many parts 
of New-Jersey. Every platean on the summit 
of Orange Mountain was covered with people. 
From the top of the great rock which 
towers over the Mountain House above 
the village of Montclair the bursting bombs 
were distinctly seen. Men on the bridge and 
the towers resembled bats moving about in the 
glare of the illurnination. The red fire on the 
Brooklyn City Hall gave the appearance of an 
immense conflagration. Many men, women, 
and children assembled on Eagle Rock, which 
is more than 600 feet aboVe high tide in New- 
York Bay, while the balconies, windows, and 
roofs, of the cottages lower down were 
filed with sight-seers. Ladies and gentlemen 
from this city viewed the impressive spectacle 
from the roofsand balconies of the residences 
of Gen. McClellan and Gen. Marcy. 
The summit of Washington Rock, above 
Montrose and South Orange, was thronged 
with spectators. In Newark the fire- 
works were distinctly seen from the 
County Penitentiary, the Insane Asylum, and 
the St. Nicholas and German Hospitals. Man 
persons in New-Jersey witnessed with field- 
glasses the ceremonies on the bridge during 
the afternoon. Some idea of the great crowds 
moving aboutin the City Thursday may be 
gained from the reports of railroad travel. 
That on the elevated roads was greater than 
on anv previous day in their history. There 
were 389,410 passengers carried and $29,206 re- 
ceived for fares. The Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company carried on its street cars 250,000 pas- 
sengers. 


A STEAMER BLOWN UP. 


pee oat RESP 
BLIGHTEEN PERSONS KILLED OR MISSING— 
TERRIBLE SCENES FOLLOWING THE DI6- 


ASTER. 

San Francisco, May 25.—The steamer 
Pilot blew up this morning near Lakeville. It is 
estimated that 18 persons were killed. The first 
news of the disaster was conveyed in a dispateh 
saying: “A heavy report was heard this morn- 
ing from the steamer Pilot and a large escape 
of steam was seen. I think she is blown 
up. Itlooks as though she sank.” A second dis- 
pateh came stating that there were 20 passengers 
aboard, and as it was believed that several San 
Franciscans were umong them the _ excite- 
ment throughout the city rapidly quiekened 
in intensity. Notwithstanding every’ effort 
was made by telegraph, no details eould be 
obtained until 8 P. M., when a dispatch was re- 
ceived saying: “ All the forward part of the boat 
was blown away, and the after part floated 300 
yards and then grounded on the west side of the 


ereek.”” Officers of the steamer Donahue re- 
ported that when passing Donahue Landing 
they noticed the Pilot coming down the creek 
in mid-ehanne!l. A few minutes afterward they 
saw no sign of the incoming steamer. A rumor 
spread that a terrible disaster bad occurred. The 
chief engineer of the Donehue is reported as hav- 
ing said that he saw the explosion or the cloud of 
steam and smoke immediately following. The 
Ponarue drew too much water for navigation 
above her landing levee, and she did not go to the 
wreck. 

A message was sent to Petaluma directing that 
a relief train with physicians and nurses be 
immediately dispatehed to Lakeville. When the 
train arrived the surgeons on board found little to 
do, as of all those known and believed to be on 
board none but the Captain and two others, one 
the pilot, could be found. They were discovered in 
the fields, seriously iznjared, the Captain the least 
of the three. Seareh was made in every direction 
in the long tule-grass near the bank, and one after 
another four more were found, ail more or less 
seriously Injured, some with an arm or leg 
broken by the fall. One of these managed to 
scramble to higher and dryer ground. Had 
he been more severely injnred he would 
have been drowned by the high tide. 
The last reports show that eight are killed, seven 
wounded, and ten missing. Most of the missing 
are probably dead, but their bodies have not yet 
been found. The names of the passengers can- 
not be definitely ascertained, as no names 
were recorded at the points of departure. Itis 
known, however, that one family of 12 persons 
was on board bound for Arizona. The officers and 
crew of the vessel were: 

S. F. Graves, Mester; 
Charles Farmer. pilot; 
N. Silva, eabin-boy; 
engineer: firemen — Gwinn and _  Shedder; 
deck-hands—Peter McCable, -—— Richmond, 
Jobn Laman, and an unknown man who shipped 
yesterday. It is thought that many of the pas- 
sengers who escaped scalding and mangling were 
drowned, asthe boat sank immediately after the 
explosion. 

The Pilot was owned by Capt. Gould, formerly 
master of the ship Conqueror. He purchased 
the vessel a year ago, together with her trade 
and certain otber prope.ty, for $9,000. 
The explosion is attributed to defective 
boilers. Those who witnessed the explosicn 
from the steamer Donahue say tnatit was almost 
funny to see the way the smoke-stack went up. 
It seemed, they say, to leave the vessel in advances 
of the explosion, and to shoot upin the air over 
200 yards, coming down again within a few feet of 
the vessel. 

Later dispatches state that Mr. Mathews, late of 
Sonoma Mountain, who was on bis way to Ari- 
zona, lost four children, and another will die. His 
wife is erazy. Mr. Hegler, whe had just pur- 
chased property here, was killed. A most 
extraordinary ineident in connection with the dis- 
ester was the finding of Mrs. George P. McNear, a 
passenger, about a mile and a half from the 
scene of the explosion. She was standing 
in the mud, still alive, but unconscious. 
It is presumed that she struggled 
through the mud and weeds for that distance in 
search of relief. She was immediately removed to 
Lakeville, but died a few minutes after her arrival. 
She was a neice of G. W. MeNear, a grain merchant 
of this city. 

The Pilot was a sterna-wheel steamer. She had 
been runuing some years past in opposition to the 
steamers of the San Francisco and North Pacific 
Railroad Company.

TALK OF THE OLD WORLD 


WHAT POPE LEO SAID TO ARCH- 
BISHOP CROKE. 

THE ARCHBISHOP’S EXPLANATIONS TO HIf | 
PEOPLE—THE POPE PLEASED WITH THH 
RESULTS OF HIS CIRCULAR. 

Dvusuin, May 25.—Archbishop Croke, in 
his remarks at Thurles yesterday, said the. 
Pope spoke to him concerning the menacing 
state of Europe, and said he feared that even 
in Ireland, which had been a great consolation 
to him, a spirit of lawlessness had seized upon 
a large section of the people. The Archbishop 
said he assured him that there was no lawless- 
ness in his diocese and that no notable crime 
had been committed there.

The game last evening at Tammany Hall 
between Schaefer and Daly was the concluding 
one of the cushion earom tournament, although 
the tles yet remain to be played off. Daly, being 
sure of the championship, and having nothing 
either to gain or lose, played asif he were prac- 
ticing, and, alt! ough at one time Schaefer seemed 
to lose his grip, his play, on the whole, was a mae- 
nificent exhibition, Sehaefer won by a score of 
500 te 454. The afternoon game, in which Carter 
and Wallace crossed cues, was not exciting.

hes suffered defeat at the hands of Wallace on sev- 
eral occasions, but the friends of the former have 
bersisted in considering Carter.the better man. 
The game was a walk-over for Wallace. his oppo- 
nent falling far into the rear almost from the start.

At this point Carter 
began to weaken considerably, his opponent reach- 
ing 2€4 points in the forty-seventh inning against 
Carter’s 177. In the seventieth inning Carter 
seored & when on the ninth shot—a difficult draw 
on the lower short rail—the referee decided that 
he had failed tocount. Carter protested tat the 
decision was unjust, and most of those who saw 
the shot agreed with him. There was some dis- 
cussion, and Mr. Louis Bensinger assumed the 
refereeship. Carter made one desperate effort 
in the eighty-third inning, which netted him 27, but 
Wallace ran the game out in the eighty-ninth, 
beating Carter by a seore of 500 points to 359. The 
following is the score:

Louis Bensinger, of Chicago, aeted as referee, 
Daly won the lead and, choosing the white ball, 
scored 2. Schaefer then started off with a run of 
46, but his opponent was not discouraged and rap- 
idly climbed upward with runs of 26, 1¢, and 18. 
In the tweltth inning Schaefer again made a 
seorce of 46, and Daly replied with 38 in the 
seventeenth and 47 in the nineteenth, placing the 
latter’s score at 214 against Schaefer's 209.

At the sugges- 
tion of the Elders the meeting adopted a.resolu- 
tion that an hour of special prayer for God's bless- 
ing on the workings of the two General Assem- 
blies be held, and that the Southern Assemvbiy be 
telegraphed to to unite with this body at the same 
hour.

Dr. John 
Woodbridge presented the unanimous report of 
the Committee on Temperance. The committee 
recommend the putting down of the rum traffic 
by the strong arm of the law and by constitutional 
enactment. They do not, however, recommend 
Pastors and church members to insist on prohibi- 
tion at all times and seasons, but on the enforce- 
ment, with diligence and impartiality, of existing 
laws for the suppression of the liquor traffic. The 
report was diseussed by the Rev. Jeremiah Petrie, 
and went over as unfinished business. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 25.—In the Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly South to-day, the Commit- 
tee on Bills and Overtures made the following re- 

orts in reference to Overture No. 24, from the 

resbytery of the Upper Missourl, in regard to the 
appointment of a committee by the Southern As- 
sembly to confer with a similar committee from 
the Northern Assembly touching organic union: 
‘Your committee would recommend the adoption 
of an answer that the General Assembly declines 
to appoint a committee for the purpose stated in 
the overture, as our prineipies are so essentially 
different in several vitally important partieulars 
from those of the Northern Presbyterian Church 
that the idea of organic union cannot be enter- 
tained.” Dr. Primrose moved an amendment 
saying: ‘‘Your committee deems it inexpe- 
dient to appoint such a committee.” The amend- 
ment was adopted—yeas, 102: nays, 32. Dr. 
Witherspoon read the report of the Committee 
on Educational Speeches, made upon the report 
of Dr. H. C. Alexander, of the Union Theological 
Seminary; Prof. C. R. Hemphill, of the same, and 
Dr. Stillman, President of the Tuscaloosa Institute 
for Training Colored Ministers. The report was 
adopted. 

Prof. Hemphill’s resolution on fraternal rela- 
tions was taken up. A telegram was received 
from Dr. Brown, Southern delegate to the North- 
ern Assembly, recarding the passage of a resolu- 
tion by the Northern Assembiy upon the question 
of fraternal relations, which met with great ap- 
plause. Action was postponed on Prof. Hemphiil’s 
resolution till the Assembly learns what resoln- 
tions the Northern Assembly have passed. There 
was much excitement in the Assembly over the 
question. 


PITTSBURG, May 25.—The Synod of the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Chureh of North America re- 
convened in Allegheny City this morning. Dr. R. 
M. Somerville, of New-York, presented the report 
of the Board of Trustees of the Synod. It showed 
the church to be in a pres erous condition finan- 
cially and otherwise. ‘The Rev. J. B. Williams, of 
New-York, read a paperon the subject of “The 
Signs of the Times.”’ The speaker asserted that 
alcohol was king inthis country, and that Nibil- 
ism, aleoholism, and’'Communism were to a large 
extent combining their forces for the purpose of 
combating religion. He asserted that God was pun- 
ishing various portions of the country by cyclones 
for theee evils. He suggested days of earnest fasting 
and prayer thatthe church might more success- 
fully combat these growing evils. Upon the con- 
clusion of the reading the subject was taken up 
and discussed at length. The Rev. Mr. Kennedy, 
of New-York, made a motion that a new standing 
committee be appointed on the State of Religion, 
ashe believed more attention should be given to 
the condition of religion inside the church.

AN AFFRAY AT A OCOCK-FIGHT.

THE OWNER OF THE VICTORIOUS BIRD FA- 
TALLY BEATEN. 

CENTRALIA, Penn., May 25.—The people of 
this town and neighboring villages are greatly ex- 
cited overa desperate affray that occurred here 
last night. Two ebicken faneiers named Mike 
Cleary and Edward Dillon had arranged fora 
cocking-main, to be fought at 9 o'clock. A 
large crowd had gathered. At 9:20 they opened 


the main. By this time the crowd had 
grown noisy and turbulent. As soon as 
Cleary’s bird was put into the pit Dillon’s 
bird struck it a terrific blow, killing it instantly. 
Cieary became enraged, and sprang out and said 
he could whip any man in the house. No one an- 
swerlng him, he sprang toward Dillon and struck 
him a territio blow inthe face. This was the sig- 
nal for a general row. and some one in the crowd 
extinguished the lights. In the fight that 
followed knives and pistols were freely 
used. At last the saloon-keeper and a 
number of friends got the seufiling crowd ont. 
Cleary went to his home and was followed by Dil- 
lon, who asked him why he had struck him, 
Cleary made no answer, but struck bim again. 
Both men then grappled, and were struggling in 
each other’s embrace, when Cleary’s wife and two 
men entered and went to his assistance. The four 
then beat Dillon unmereifully, and would praba- 
bly have killed him but for the arrival of two 
of his friends, who after a desperate struggle suo- 
eeeded in saving him. While carrying him home 
Cleary’s wife crept up behind them and struck 
the insensible mana terrible blow on the back of 
the head with a stone weighing abcut 12 pounds. 
The back of his head was split open. and there is 
very little hope of his recovery. No effort has yet 
been made to arrest the assailants. All the men 
are miners, living at Centralia, and have hereto- 
fore borne good reputations. To-night Dilion is 
in acritical condition. It is feared he will not 
live until morning.

A SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT VERSION OF THE

TWO DEATHS FROM POISON. 

Mrs. Elizabeth McLaren keeps a boarding- 
house in Paterson at No. 11 Ward-street. Her hus- 
band and several children live in the same house. 
Yesterday one of her children and a boarder lay 
dead in the house, having apparently died from poi- 
son. She herself, her husband,and others of the fami- 
ly were very ill from the same cause. Mrs. McLaren 
says that on Wednesday morning last she bought 
a piece of meat. She took the meat home, putting 
one piece on ice and another in a clean, white 
porcelain-lined pot, to make pot-pie. Soon after 
dinner the children were taken iil. She thought 
little of this, but aftera while her busband came 
home from the shop suffering from the same 
symptoms as the children, and not long after 
one of the boarders, William Black, also 
came home very ill. Dr. Stewart was 
sent for, who after an examination of the 
patients concluded that they were suffering 
from metallic poisoning of some kind, either copper 
or arsenic. On Thursday alltbe sick persons but 
Black, the son John, aced 10 years, and Mr. Mc- 
Laren were better. About midnight Black ana the 
boy John grew much worse. The boy died about 
2 o’clock,'and Black died an hour later. An autop- 
sy showed that death ensued from an irritant poi- 
son. The stumach and liver were removed for 
analysis in New-York.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT PROROGURD., 

Orrawa, May 25.—The Dominion Parlia- 
ment was formally prorogued at 8:30 o'clock this 
afternoon by the Governor-General. The at: 
tendance was brilliant. His Excellency was at- 
tended by his suite and staff. The Foot Guards 


furnished a guard of honor and the Dragoon 
Guards an escort, The usual salute was fired from 
the Nepean Point battery by a detachment of field 
artillery. Most of the members have left for their 
respective homes, and the House of Commons 
wears a deserted appearance. The Governor- 
General, in his prorogation speech, congratulated 
the members upon the buoyant state of the reve- 
nue, which enabled them to grant aid to railways 
and for the construction of works of internal im- 
peoreuness, He believed that the Dominion Lands 
ill would greatly assist and encourace the settlers 
flowing into Manitoba and the North-west Terri- 
tories. Hethought that the amendments to the 
laws respecting the militia would tend to improve 
the discipline, training, and military education of 
that force, and that the readjustment of the tariff 
and the reduction of duties on raw materials, to- 
gether with the bounty granted on the production 
of pig iron, must aidin developing Canadian in- 
dustries. He said he was pleased to kncw that 
the financial position of the Treasury allowed of 
the lowering of taxation by more than $1,000,000. 
The new license was referred to and indorzed. 


GOLD AND SILVER ORE DISCOVERED. 

Dvuvra, Minn., May 25.—This city is much 
excited over the alleged discovery of gold and sil- 
ver within ite limits. Some time last Fall some 


parties discovered indications of silver near the 
top of a hill back of the centre of the city. This 
week the owners of the claim, Messrs. Monniheim, 
Stockbridge, and Haward, began to make exvava- 
tions, end the specimens of ore taken from the 
mine indicate the presence of considerable silver.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


LEADING ARTICLES MODERATELY ACTIVE 
AND IRREGULAR—CORN STRONGER. 


Cricaco, May 25.—Tbe leading produce markets 
were moderately active to-day and frregular. Provi- 
sions ranged lower, while wheat was stronger and corn 
and oats sold off. Traders were prepared to expect a 
decline all around, but it only came in specks, and 
did not develop into weakness. The early feeling was 


in favor of a break in prices, and some people thought 
it was largely traceable to the expectations of a strike 
among the iron-workers next Friday, which would 
derange business and diminish consumption, Provi- 
sions were moderately active and averaged lower. The 

were very weak early, steadied on the first cail, 
vhen revived, and fell back, closing on ’Change rather 
frm. Purk sold down 20 to 22% cents, and closed 16 
cents below the latest prices of Thursday. at $19 25 
for July and $19 45 for August. Lard declined 5 
cents, and closed 244 cents lower, at $11 624 for 
June and $1175 for July. Short ribs closed 
about 10 cénts lower, at $10 10 for June, 
$10 20 for July, and $810 35 for August. 
Hogs were steadier and there was no material ——_ 
in the tone of foreign advices. but the early feeling in 
product was heavy here, and some folks suspected 
th .ta part of the programme was to freeze out a cer- 
tain holder of stuff for July. The trading was again 
mostly local, outside orders being scarce. so far as 
futures were concerned, with only a moderate inquiry 
for shipping lots. On the afternoon call the market 
was a shade firmer. Flour was in rather better 
demand and strong, with only moderate offerings. 
Some export buyers had their limits raised 6d., and 
would probably have taken more if suitable grades 
had been on sale at what they deemed moderate 
prices. The local trade was quiet. 

Wheat was coast? active and steadier. It sold up 
about 4g cent early in the day, fell off 34 cent, and 
closed on ’Change nearly 4 cent above the latest 
prices of Thursday, at $1 1344 for June and 81 15% 
bid for July, with $1 16% for August, with Sep- 
tember at % cent premium over the latter 
month. There was a peed deal of Saymag earty 
in the session on outside orders, though ndon 
reported a decline of 3d. to 6d. per quarter 
on cargoes to arrive; but reports from our own wheat 
fields were again depressing on the bears, except that 
Spring wheat prospects were said to be brighter. The 
market turped back on some sales by receivers of 
wheat to arrive next month, as it was at once 
thought that the higher prices have wakened up 
country holders into willingness to sell. St. 
Louie operators were understood to be strong on 
reports from Winter wheat districts, and there was 
said to be a good ee demand for wheat in New- 
York; it did not show up here yesterday. The in- 
quiry for car lots was quiet, buyers inclining to lassi- 
tude on the promise of increased arrivals from the 
country. On the afternoon call there was an excited 
advance of 14g cents, July selling up to $1 174, with 
August at $1 1854. The market closed at $1 17 for 
July, and was afterward quoted steady at that figure 
in the alley. 

Corn was tame and easier. It sold down % cent. 
and closed 14 cent below the latest prices of Thursday, 
at 56% cents for June and 58% cents bid for July, with 
Augustat 59 cents bid. The British markets were 
quoted 3d. toGd. per quarter higher, and there were 
some orders here for direct export, while vessel room 
Was eagerly picked up early in the day by parties 
anxious to save accumulation of storage on Winter- 
stored corn. But there were no outside oraers 
to buy futures, and the local crowd was handicapped 
by reports that there is promise of a first-class crop of 
corn this year, which drove some of them out of the 
pit and reduced the rest to the position of spectators, 
who themselves composed the whole of the show. 
There was a fair inquiry for car lots, though new 
mixed was easier, and rejected in all locations sold 1 
cent lower than the previous day. The best house 
only commanded 52 cents. No, 2 was reiatively strong 
because of the rapid outward movement of that 
grade, which reduces the quantity available for June 
deliveries next Friday. On the afternoon call the 
market was a shade firmer.

THE PEOPLE AND THE BRIDGE. 


At this date it is certain that whatever 
else the Brooklyn suspension bridge may or 
may not be it isa great curiosity. At the 
hour which marked the beginning of Fri- 
day, May 25, the bridge was open to travel 
and tolls were collected. It appears to have 
been a popular notion that the man who 
could hereafter claim that he was the first 
paying foot passenger to cross the bridge 
would have something to be proud of. 
Thousands of persons assembled in the 
New-York approaches to the great thor- 
oughfare, waiting patiently for the hour of 
midnight. Out of the multitude emerged the 
chosen one—Martin Kexs—who achieved 
immortality at the comparatively low price 
of one cent, which depositing, he walked 
across the bridge, the first man of millions 
that are to follow him. This illustrious 
passenger, it is true, had to borrow a Brook- 
lyn penny in order to get back again; no 
matter, he was the New-York pioneer. 
Pioneers are notoriously improvident. 

Since only one man could be the first to 
cross'as a paying patron of the bridge from 
the New- York side, there were other ‘‘firsts’”’ 
to be contended for by the crowd of eager 
competitors. For example, Victor F. 
Lutz was the first Brooklyn man to cross; 
and as he was the first man to go from one 
end of the structure to the other as a paying 
passenger, he disputes with the New-York 
pioneer the right of primacy in crossing. 
Then there was the first coupé, the first 
double carriage, the first baby, the first col- 
ored person, the first hearse, the first beg- 
gar, the first drunken man, the first bag- 
piper, the first pair of lovers, the first police- 
man, and the first dude. All these have 
achieved their heart’s desire, and have 
earned the right to receive any diploma or 
certificate which may hereafter be issued. 
They are living examples of the fact that, 
although Americans are not given to what 
one of our greatest philosophers has called 
‘‘thingness,’’ they do think highly of ‘‘first- 
ness.’’ 

Next to being the first to accomplish any 
feat, however inconsiderable, is the pleasure 
of having a novel personal experience. The 
firsts having been exhausted during the first 
hour of the day following the opening of the 
bridge, thousands of people rushed to the 
bridge, paid their pennies, and unmurmur- 
ingly submitted themselves to the swollen 
stream of humanity that surged across the 
structure. This was the real ‘‘ inauguration’’ 
of the bridge, if we may use a word so de- 
based. All day long crowds upon crowds of 
people poured through the approaches, swel- 
tered in the sun, and eventually tumbled into 
astonished Brooklyn, delighted, curious, and 
agape with wonder. Other crowds lined the 
sidewalks and watched those who came and 
went. Long lines of vehicles of every de- 
scription were jammed into confusion at the 
New-York end of the bridge while labo- 
riously struggling to get to or from the ap- 
proaches. There was an almost continual 
block of street cars above and below Tryon- 
row, conclusively proving that the bridge 
will make this sort of traffic impracticable 
below that point. Altogether, it was a great 
sight. 

Yesterday was the people’s day on the 
bridge. The select ten thousand who par- 
ticipated in the ceremonious opening of the 
bridge were as nothing when compared with 
the vast multitudes that swept across the 
East River structure yesterday. Why these 
people went, nobody can tell. Probably not 
one of the myriads could give to himself any 
reason more satisfactory than that which 
discloses a gratification of his curiosity. And 
this brings us back to the reflection that the 
great bridge isa greatcuriosity. At the first 
blush we might almost suspect that it would 
never be anything else, like the Thames tun- 
nel, Mr. Mutuetrr’s New-York Post Office, 
and the old New-York one-legged elevated 
railroad. Thus far the travel across the 
bridge has been enormous. The structure 
has borne the vast strain without a shrink- 
ing ora groan. By and by the people who 
have gone over to Brooklyn for the first time 
in their lives for the sake of saying that they 
have crossed East River dry-shod will have 
satisfied their curiosity, and legitimate and 
sober travel will begin to assert itself. The 
opening ceremony was no pageant, but the 
people’s opening was a remarkable, if nota 
grand, affair. The childish grumblers who 
objected to the formal opening of the great 
suspension bridge on May 24 because it 
happened that the Queen of England was 

born on a certain 24th of May, promised to 
havea working men’s opening on the Fourth 
of July. They will be behindhand. The 
people have opened the bridge. 
FEUDALISM IN IRELAND. 

Tat Tres yesterday quoted the London 
Economist’s characterization of the ‘‘ Ten- 
ants’ Compensation bill’’ as proceeding 
‘‘upon the assumption that absolute free- 
dom of contract between landlord and tenant 
is contrary to public policy.”’ 

This is without doubt a fair account of 
the bill, but it is equally true of the whole 
of recent English legislation for Ireland. 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s Land bill proceeded avow- 
edly upon the same assumption. The griev- 
ance of the Home Rulers with the Liberal

This is perhaps the real explanation of a 
phenomenon which must have struck every- 
body who has paid much attention to the 
Irish agitation, and that is the entire lack of 
affinity between the Irish Home Rulers and 
the Continental ‘‘Reds.’? The Red desires 
the abolition of all institutions, a ‘‘clean 
slate,’’ as the Roman revolutionists once put 
it, or ‘ Nihil,’ as the Russian revolution- 
ists now put it. He is always an atheist 
and a republican; the Irish agitator is 
usually a devout Roman Catholic, and al- 
though he may avow himself a republican, 
it is always some kind of monarchy or 
“‘boss-ship”’ that he really has in his mind. 
The Irish peasant regards himself as an 
adscript of the soil. He considers that he 
has ahereditary right toa share of the soil 
on which he was born and which he tills, 
and he feels it to be the height of injustice 
that he should be evicted from his holding 
because he has been improvident enough to 
contract to pay a rent which the produce of 
his labor will not earn, in addition to his 
own subsistence. To cite his contract as 
& reason why he should be turned out of 
the holding to which he seems to himself 
to have an innate right is to him a mere im- 
pertinence; and it is to him equally imperti- 
nent, in the literal sense of that word, to 
have it pointed out that there are too many 
Irishmen for the soil of Ireland to support. 
All this isnothing to him. His real position 
is that the fact that he is born in Ireland 
imposes upon somebody above him—his land- 
lord in the first instance, or the Government 
in the last resort—the obligation of taking 
care of him. And it is as idle to talk to him 
of his tenure of the soil as a commercial re- 
lation as for a parent to attempt to put his 
relations with a child on a strictly business 
basis. 

The Irish peasant does not reason the mat- 
ter out in this way; his sentiment is very 
rarely expressed in words. But_this is his 
sentiment, and our point is that his way of 
looking at things is essentially medieval and 
not modern. Sir Henry Marne’s pregnant 
saying has often been quoted, and will bear 
quoting once more for the light 1t sheds on 
the Irish question: ‘‘The movement of the 
progressive societies has been from status to 
contract,’’ that is to say, from a social con- 
dition in which a man’s rights and duties 
are fixed by the situation in which he is born 
to one in which he secures the one and as- 
sumes the other by his own acts. And the 
unspoken sentiment of the Irish people is 
that their rights and duties are fixed by 
their status as natives of the Irish soil. 

As we have said, this is altogether a feudal 
idea. Toadopt Htrsert SPENCER’S rather 
uncouth distinction, it belongs to the state 
of ‘‘militancy,’’ and not to the state of 
‘‘industrialism.’’ But it is worth point- 
ing out that the advantages of the feu- 
dal state, whatever they may be, exclude 
the advantages of the modern state. If, 
as Irishmen seem practically to main- 
tain, their existence imposes on their social 
superiors the duty of supporting them, it 
imposes on them the reciprocal duty of 
obedience and service. It excludes, among 
other things, the idea of self-government. 
Protection all the world over and all time 
through implies dependence. Political free- 
dom and social villenage cannot possibly go 
together. And nothing can be more incon- 
gruous than the spectacle of a people agi- 
tating at the same time for the acknowl- 
edgement of their independence and for re- 
lief from the terms of their own contracts on 
the ground.that they cannot be trusted to 
make their own contracts. 


PROTECTING HUMAN LIFE. 

The Inspector of Buildings has answered 
in a published letter a critic who is dissatis- 
fied with that officer’s administration of the 
law concerning fire-escapes. We are sure 
that this complaining person, who asserts 
that the Inspector is unreasonable and ob- 
stinate, and is compelling the owners of 
fire-proof buildings to mar the beauty of 
these structures with ‘‘ hideous’’ ladders 
and other inventions for the preservation of 
life, is neither an unfortunate traveler, 
forced to occupy rooms in the up- 
per stories of our great hotels, nor the 
humble tenant of sky-parlors in a modern 
apartment-house. The tone of his remarks 
indicates that he may be the owner of some 
one of the aerial edifices which are among 
the wonders of this City. To him the In- 
spector is an officer afflicted with ‘‘fire- 
escape mania,” and led by the “‘insensate 
obstinacy”’ of his disposition to disfigure the 
work of eminent architects and honest 
builders for the purpose of securing ‘‘ uni- 
formity of unnecessary ugliness. ”’ 


The Inspector seems to think that he ought 
to defend himself; but we can assure him 
that the people whom he serves will never 
condemn him for having gone too far in the 
work of preserving their lives. The danger 
lies in the other direction. ‘‘Thereis nota 
single instance on record,”’ he says, ‘‘ where- 
in the Inspector does not seek toavoid order- 
ing an outside fire-escape,’’ and he chal- 
lenges his critic to name ‘‘one practically 
fire-proof building in the City’’ on which he 
has caused fire-escapes to be placed. 





How many “‘fire-proof’’ buildings are 
there in New-York? If all those buildings 
that have no fire-escapes are fire-proof, we 
have a great many; but the truth is that 
fire-proof buildings are rare. After the 
flames have been kindled the question is 
quickly answered. A few of the lofty 
apartment-houses which are now slowly ris- 
ing toward the skies are probably as nearly 
fire-proof as any buildings of the kind can 
be, for wood is used very sparingly in them; 
but there are many others that are death- 
traps and tinder-boxes. They are not fire- 
proof, nor are they so built as to give their 
occupants a fair chance to escape in time of 
danger. There are hotels in this City where 
thoughtful guests sleep in constant fear, al- 
though improvements have made them less 
dangerous than they were a few years ago. 
A desire to get the largest possible income 
from a few feet of ground has added story 
aiter story to apartment-houses or ‘‘ flats,” 
and one is soon to be built which will be 
fifteen stories high. Ofcourse it is to be 
fire-proof. These lofty houses must be ab-

rangement inside. He declares that human 
life is more important than the preservation 
of architectural beauty, and that a house 
ought not to remain unsafe, even if its front 
is covered with gold and studded with dia- 
These are excellent sentiments. 
They prove that the Inspector knows what 
his duty is, and if he shall ever fail in doing 
his duty he cannot plead ignorance as an 
excuse. 

We do not take up his published letter 
with the purpose of finding fault with his 
administration. But we do not think he is 
required to defend himself against a man 
who asserts that he has been too faithful 
and that he is disfiguring New-York while 
trying to do his whole duty. The Inspector 
will not say that every building in this City 
is supplied with the means of safety which 
the law requires. There’ is still work to be 
done in his department. So long as he con- 
tinues to labor for the improvement of de- 
fective structures, and does his duty with- 
out fear or favor, the people will defend 
him, and he may safely ignore the criticism 
of those who care more for architectural 
beauty than they do for human life. 
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A CHINESE VIEW. 

There is no greater mistake than to sup- 
pose that the Chinese are ignorant heathen 
who take no interest in American institu- 
tions. Heathen they undoubtedly are; but 
neither Chinese heathenism nor Western 
positivism is incompatible with intelligence. 
That the Philadelphia Chinamen have not 
only studied the manners and customs of 
Americans, but that they have tully com- 
prehended our system of trial by jury, is 
proved beyond a doubt by the poisoning of 
the Philadelphia jurymen in whose hands 
was placed ‘the fate of the ‘‘rough’’ recently 
tried for the murder of a Chinaman.

Obviously the jurymen were poisoned by 
the friends of the murdered man. The 
friends of the defendant could never have 
been guilty of such a foolish crime, for an 
American jury is notoriously the Ameri- 
can murderer’s truest friend. Conceding, 
as every one will concede, that Chinamen 
poisoned the Philadelphia jury, let us in- 
quire what led them to the commission of 
this act. 

Within a few days a Chicago jury has 
acquitted Mr. Dunn, who murdered Mr. 
E.uioTt; and a Kentucky jury has acquitted 
Mr. Tompson, who murdered another 
high-tored chivalrous Kentuckian. The 
Chinamen have read the accounts of the 
Dunn and Thompson trials, and have nat- 
urally inferred that it is the office of a jury 
to protect a murderer from punishment. 
Trial by jury, when first brought to the at- 
tention of a Chinaman, accustomed to buy 
justice or injustice from a Chinese Judge in 
open market, must seem acurious and clum- 
sy proceeding, but the moment he learns 
that jurymen are the friends of murderers, 
and that their business is to protect the lat- 
ter, the Chinese mind readily grasps the 
whole theory of trial by jury. The Phila- 
delphia Chinamen, having learned what is 
the office of an American jury, at once re- 
solved to wreak vengeance for the death of 
their compatriot upon the twelve sworn 
friends of his murderer, and accordingly 
they poisoned the latter at the earliest op- 
portunity. 

It is by no means certain that the Chinese 
poisoners have not given us a valuable les- 
son. Viewed as a mere question of expe- 
diency, what better can be done with such 
juries as the Dukes, the Dunn, and the 
Thompson juries than to poison them? 
Those jurymen are either defenders of as- 
sassination, in which case they are virtually 
accomplices after the crime and have no 
proper place in a decent community, or 
else they are idiotic to an extent that ren- 
ders them dangerous nuisances. In either 
case the world distinctly gains by their quiet 
removal and the greatest good of the great- 
est number is unquestionably served thereby. 
Under our existing laws, the poisoning 
of jurymen who sympathize with murderers 
must be treated as an offense, but were jury- 
men to fully comprehend that they could 
not render verdicts like those rendered in the 
three cases just mentioned without immi- 
nent peril of their lives most of the objec- 
tions to trial by jury in capital cases would 
vanish. It is possible that in the present in- 
stance the Chinamen have yielded too un- 
reservedly to a generous impulse, but we 
should be none the less thankful to taem for 
showing us how to regulate jury trials. 


HORE VIOLENCE. 

Another terrible scene of clerical violence 
has startled respectable people. Mr. JosEPH 
Cook, a person known to the Boston policeas 
a habitual preacher and lecturer belonging 
to the Congregational gang, has had a san- 
guinary conflict with a ‘‘ traveling sales- 
man” in Monmouth, Il. 

Mr. Coox, who had visited Monmouth 
with the nefarious purpose of deliver- 
ing a lecture, happened to sit at the 
hotel supper-table in close proximity to 
a person of the class originally known as 
‘*bagmen;”’ later as ‘‘drummers,’’ still 
later as ‘‘commercial travelers,’ and at 
present as “traveling salesmen.’’ The 
‘traveling salesman’’ in question ordered 
raw meat, whereupon Mr. Cook asked him 
if he was a Western man and if all Western 
men were in the habit of eating raw meat. 
As will be seen, this inquiry was plainly in- 
tended to provoke bloodshed. The ‘‘travel- 
ing salesman’”’ felt that an insult was in- 
tended by the suggestion that he might be a 
Western man, and an additional sting 
was added to this insult by the knowl- 
on the part of the ‘“‘travel- 
ing salesman” that he actually lived 
in Indianapolis.

No patriotic and intelligent American can 
hear without emotion of the death of La- 
BOULAYE, the friend, admirer, and pane- 
gyrist of this Republic. M. Lasovunaye 
lived to the ripe age of 72 years, and it may 
be truly said that every year of his manhood 
was consecrated to humanity, the rights of 
man, and the highest liberty. When we 
needed friends on the other side of the At- 
lantic, and when the ruling classes of Europe 
seemed inclined to side with a slavehold- 
ing aristocracy, LasouLaye threw all his 
acuteness, logic, and passion into the scale, 
and, so far as was possible, moved public 
opinion to the side of freedom, liberty, and 
union. He was a Moderate Republican, 
and the influence of his counsels and ex- 
ample in theshaping of the policy that has 
brought the French Republic to its present 
condition of solid prosperity is largely due 
to his genius. But as a firm, consistent, and 
valuable friend the American Republic will 
lament LaBouLayE—statesman, philosopher, 
and son of the people. 


The gorgeous ceremonial which is to do honor 
to the Czar’s coronation contrasts very strikingly 
with the modes of crowning and inaugurating a 
sovereign which were customary in Russia’s early 
days. In the time of the first Rurrxs—the dynasty 
which preceded that of Romanorr—the monarch, 
then called ** Veliki Knyaz” or Grand Prince, was 
seated upon a shield and raised by his warriors 
above their heads in token of his pre-eminence. 
This singular usage still survives in the Russian 
custom of doing honor to a guest by lifting him 
bodily into the air, even the Grand Duke Nrxonar 
ConsTANTINOVITCH himself having received this 
rough civility at the hands of his soidiers during 
the Khiva campaign of 1873. The Cossacks, again, 
put a mace into the hand of their * Koshevoi” or 
chiet, and then deliberately smeared his face with 
mud, whieh they wiped off again with their hands— 
an undoubted improvement upon the policy of 
many modern citizens, who, though ready enough 
to throw dirt at their rulers, are much more apt to 
rub it in than to rub it off. Among the Tartar 
tribes of the Eastern border the Chagan (King) and 
his principal chiefs made gashes in their arms and 
licked each other’s blood in token of their readi- 
ness to bleed for one another at any moment, and 
the ceremony closed with an enormous meal of 
raw horseflesh, the choicest morsels being reserved 
for the newly elected King. 
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The most interesting part of the report of 
the Connecticut Board of Health, aside from the 
statement eoncerning the prevalence and fatality 
of pneumonia, is that which relates to so-called 
filth diseases. More than one hundred of the 
deaths reported to the board in the last six months 
were caused by diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
In one village - several deaths occurred in 
two families which had occupied, succes- 
sively, the same house. In one family the 
fatal disease was diphtheria, and in the 
other it was malignant scarlet fever, but the cause 
in both cases was putrefying vegetable waste 
whieh lay under the bedroom windows and pol- 
luted the well water which was used in the house. 
Other fatal cases of diphtheria were traced to pol- 
luted well water. Modern medical science and 
chemistry have shown conclusively how danger- 
ous to human life are decaying vegetable matter 
and refuse in other forms. Their deadly effect 
cannot be too often demonstrated for the enlight- 
enment of the people. 
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Col. Bos INGERSOLL’s remarks in the star 
route trial indicate that Col. Bos has only one 
dialectical method, whether it is the Christian re- 
ligion or the testimony of witnesses for the Gov- 
ernment that he happens to be assailing. The 
force of Peorian agnosticism, as anticipated by 
Tom Parxe and expanded by Bos ING@erRsott, is 
rather rhetorical than logical.

They 
have no traceable bearing upon the question which 
Col. Bos is ostensibly discussing, whesher Dorsey 
did or did not enter into aconspiraey to defraud 
the Government. It is to be hoped that he may 
refer to that question before he concludes his in- 
teresting and eloquent address.

The action of the Union Club in refusing to 
convertitself into a political and forensic arena 
whenever a grumbler fancied he had a grievance 
against its Governing Committee is justified by 
the frequency with which people carry to the 
courts, and with which the courts entertain, cases 
which to laymen seem to have no proper business 
in the courts. Since poor Mayor Coorrr dis- 
covered that when the charter said he could 
remove a Police Commissioner it meant 
that he could remove him if he eould 
convict him of felony, there has been a 
flood of what may be called disciplinary litigation. 
A legal maxim sets forth that it is to the interest 
of the republic that there may be an end of litiga- 
tion. Butit is clearly to the interest of lawvers 
that there should not, and in this Republic the 
lawyers are pretty sure of getting their interes® 
consulted before that of the Republic. The case of 
Mr. Hurcurnson, who was expelled from the Stock 
Exchange for reasons satisfactory to its Governing 
Committee, to whose decision he had submitted 
himself in advance, came up before Judge Dono-

PAUPER MORMONS FROM SWITZERLAND. 

Collector Robertson received a letter from 
the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury yesterday, 
inclosing the dispateh from United States Consul 
Mason, at Basle, Switzerland, calling attention to 
the shipping of pauper polygamists to this country 
by Swiss communities. Mr. Mason's dispatch 
stated that about 100 Mormons had been sent to 
the United States on the steam-ship Nevada, which 
is due here May 26 or 27, and that “‘the poor de- 


graded creatures,*’most of whom are women, 
have been recruited by Mormon agents 
under command of a Mr. Gass, whose 
head-quarters are at No. 34 Postgasse, 
Berne.”” The expense of their transportation is 
to be paid by the communities in which they have 
been more or less burdensome. Consul Mason 
adds: “This offense against the omer which 
should exist between friendly nations is therefore 
a double one; the emigrants are imported fora 
base purpose and they are moreover poor, igno- 
rant, and in many cases imbecile people whom 
their communes are willing to be rid of at the cost 
of their passageto America. Polygamy ean prob- 
ably never be exterminated in Utah while its 
barems can be freely recruited from the dregs 
of European society. Such trafiic, however, 
is morally, though not officially, outlawed 
even here.” The Colleetor was instructed 
by Assistant Secretary Freneh to bring 
the contents of the dispatch to the attention of 
the Commissioners of Emigration, and to do what 
he could, in co-operation with the Commissioners, 
to prevent the landing of such of the Mormon im- 
migrants as are forbicden to land by sections 2 
and 4 of the act to regulate immigration approved 
Aug. 8, 1882. Collector Robertson wrote a letter 
to the Commissioners yesterday calling their at- 
tention to the facts, and asking that a careful ex- 
amination be madeupon the arrival of the Nevada 
of the condition of the Mormons referred to, and 
the circumstances under which they came to this 
country.

GENERAL 
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IN FAVOR OF THE CORPORATIONS. 
THE HOBOKEN LAND CASES DECIDED AGAINST 
TUE CITY. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 25.—Judge Nixon filed 
an opinion in the United States Circuit Court this 
afternoon, relative to the Hoboken water-front 
cases. The suits were brought to test the right of 
the City of Hoboken to extend Newark-street, 
First, Second, Third and River streets, over land 
now held by the Pennsylva..'a Railroad Company 
and other corporations, without making compensa- 
tion in damages for such extension. The city 
claims the right to extend the streets to the 
water's edge, by virtue of the dedication in 
1804 of certain streets by Col. John Stevens, 
who was then the owner of the land in 
that neighborhoed. The corporations resist the 


claim of the city by asserting that the title of Col. 
Stevens was Iimited to high-water mark of the 
riverin 1804,and that the State, which had the 
title to the riparian land, bas since conveyed that 
title to them. Judge Nixon, after stating what he 
finds to be the facts in the case decides, as 
follows: That neither Col. Stevens in 1804, nor at 
any time, nor any of his grantees. had the 
power to gramt title to the riparian lands; 
that the land belonged to the State. 
The State, being the absolute owner of the riparian 
land below high-water mark, had the right to fill in 
or authorize others to fill in such land; that 
such jand was not alluvion or accretion which 
became the property of the shore-owner, 
but remained the roperty of the State, 
and the city has no authority to dedicate such land 
to the public streets and charge it with an ease- 
ment; that as te the two suits against the 
Pennsylvania Raibroad! Company, the locus in 
guo is embraced within the description of the 
deed from the Hoboken Land and Improvement 
Company to the Camden and Amboy Railrodd 
Company, dated Dec. 6, 1864, and also within the 
grant of the State to the United Railroad Com- 
panies of New-Jersey, dated March 31, 1869. The 
said companies were therein authorized to reclaim 
and erect wharves and other improvements on 
any land held by them, and the court finds that the 
said company is entitled to hold said premises 
against the claim of the plaintiff, unless compensa- 
tion be first made. Regarding the two suits against 
Adolph E. Schmjdt and others, the locus in quo is 
covered by the description of the deed from the 
Hoboken Land and Improvement Company to the 
New-York Floating Dry-dock Company, dated 
Aug. 81, 1872, and also within the grant of the 
State to Frederick Kuhne, Trustee, under whom the 
defendants hold, and thev are entitled to nold the 
same against the city of Hoboken until the same 
is condemned and payment made therefor. The 
court deeides that the Hamburg-American Steam 
Packet Company and the North German Lioyds 
Steam-ship Company, holding their title under the 
grant from the State to the Hoboken Land and 
Improvement Company, are entitled to the premises 
clear, and are discharged from any clalm thereto 
by oe And finally, the court holds that 
none of the lands claimed by the pisintiff in either 
ofthe suits are subject to easements in conse- 
quence of the dedication of publie streets matie by 
Col. John Stevens, and that the defendants are not 
guilty. This decision conflicts with the opinion of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals published in 
severth Vroom in the case of the Hoboken Land 
and Improvement Company against the City of 
Hoboken.

SOUTHERN COMPANIES DRILLING—A DRESS 

PARADE AND SHAM BATTLE. 
NASHVILLE, Yenn., May 25.—The weather 
to-day was quite warm, but notwithstanding this 
the attendance was the largest of the week, fully 
6,000 persons being present during the morning 
and 20,000 ip the afternoon. At 10 o’clock the 
Washington Artillery, of New-Orieans, marched 


upon the grounds and at once began their drill. 

he programme was completed 18 minutes ahead 
of the time allowed anda number of extra move- 
ments were made. The errors committed were 
mainly individual and there were but few of them. 
Military critics say the drill was one of the finest 
ever witnessed here. Ati1 o'clock the Alabama 
State Artillery marched on the ground. The drill 
commenced at 11:07. This company gave an ex- 
cellent drill and, like the Washington, the errors 
were mainly chargeable to individuals. Military 
men present think the contest between the Ala- 
bama and Washington will be close. 

The programme was completed 15 minutes in 
advance of the time allowed. Batteries B and C, 
of the Louisiana Field Artillery, also performed 
excellent drills. In the afternoon there was a con- 
test between bands of music for two prizes—one 
for $1,000 and two others for $500. A dress 
parade followed, after which there was a 
sham battle, the attacking forees being com- 
manded by James G. Butler, of the Third Mis- 
souri, St. Louis, and the tc eee forces by 
Col. J. H. Sweeny, Lieutenant-Colonel of the Sixth 
Iowa forces. The attacking force consisted of the 
Tredway Rifles, Crescent Rifles, Lawrence Light 
Infantry, Company Iof the Fourth lowa Kegi- 
ment. Mobile Rifles, and Capt. Fortier’s bat- 
tery. The defending forces consisted of the 
Houston Light Guards, Busch Zouaves, Burns 
Artillery, and the st. Lous Light § Arrtil- 
lery. The fight lasted three quarters of an hour, 
and was won by Col. Butier’s forces. During the 
engagement William Walsh, of the Tredway Rifles, 
was stunned by a discharge of a cannon, but was 
not seriously hurt. During the afternoon a booth 
under the amphitheatre caught fire and a passer- 
by raised a cry, but a soldier, with commendable 
presenee of mind, instantly ordered him to 
cease, thereby avoiding a panic. The flames were 
extinguished, and very few persons knew of the 
narrow escape until late in the evening. There 
were 8,000 persons in the amphitheatre at the time. 
To-morrow the Burns Artillery will drill. There 
will be individual contests for cup prizes, and in 
the afternoon the result of the drills will be an- 
nounced and the Grill will be ended.

JOSEPH COOK’s ACCOUNT OF HI8 MEETING 
WITH THD RAW STEAK EATER. 

CuHicaGo, May 25,—Joseph Cook, the Boston 
lecturer, who rebuked a drummer at Monmouth, 
Il., for ordering raw beefsteak, and who would 
have been compelled to order raw beefsteak him- 
self if the hotel clerk had not held the drummer, is 
stopping at the Palmer House here. Concerning 
the fracas he says: “The facts are that this un- 
commercial traveler had evidently been drinking, 


and he conducted himself in so vtlgar a manner at 
the supper table that I spoke to him in a low tone, 
with the request that he should remember where 
he was. This riled him, and he muttered some 
abuse of me, whereupon I said: ‘ You are a bright 
youth,’ and Iprobabiy did say that he had better 
eat his wn ge! and keep quist. He then gave vent 
to several vile oaths, and I reprimanded him and 
also spoke to the olerk of the hotel, who was pres- 
ent at the time, demanding that he stop such a 
nuisance and eject the man from the room. 

‘**The young man left the room, breathing threats 
of vengeance, and, knowing that if he and other 
drummers should get a little more liquor on board 
they might assault me, I secured a policeman to 
agcompany me to the lecture hall, but there was 
also with me Prof. Keed, of Monmouth. I had no 
personal fear of Gill alone, or even two like him, 
but did not know to what extremes he and his 
friends might resort to obtain revenge. I have al- 
ways and shall always reprimand swearing in a 
publie place in the presence of ladies. I have cor- 
rected the Captain of a Cunard steamer at his own 
dinner-table for doing the same thing, and I sheuld 
be a sneaking hypocrite if I did not.”

During their 
stay there the daughter made the acquaintance of 
a young private in the ranks. They were thrown 
together constantly, and finally Desame engaged 
unknown to the father and the officers.

OBITUARY. 
; EDOUARD LA~OULAYE. 

By the death of Edonard René Lefebvre 
Laboulaye France Joses one of the most learned 
and corservattve of her public men. At the time 
of his death he was 72 years old, having been born 
in Paris on Jan. 18, 1811. He studied law, and be- 
came a writer upon topics eonnected with it. At 
the same time he followed the trade of a type- 
founder, and upon the title page of his first impor- 
tant work—" A History of the Law of Property 
in Land in Europe from the Time of Con- 
stantine to Our Own Days’—he announced 
that fact. The book mentioned was crowned by 
the Academy. In 1841 he became an advocate of 
the Royal Court in Paris, and published “ An Essay 
on the Life and Doctrines of Frederick Charles de 
Savigny,” In which he applauded the work done 


| that eminent Prussian in tracing ont the history 
of the civil law and explained the importance of 
bistorico-legal studies. His next important liter- 
ary production was “An Ixnauiry into the Civil 
and Political Condition of Women, from the Time 
of the Romans Down to Our Own Days,” which 
was crowned by the Academy of Moral and Po- 
litieal Sciences. After some other work, which 
won increased reputation for him, he became, in 
1849, a Jecturer on matters connected with law in 
the College of Franee, which post he held for over 
20 years. Under the empire he was a Liberal, and 
2s such made many efforts to awaken and direct 
public opinion. Between 1863 and 1870 he made 
several attempts to get into the Corps Legislatif, 
but was defeated each time by the candidate of the 
Government. He was an sdvocate of a ™ peaceful 
revolution,’’ however, and he supported the ple- 
biscite of the latter year. His idea was that the 
best constitution for a nation is the one it has, pro- 
vided that it is always observed and respected. 
His conservatism caused him to be proposed for 
Minister of Public Education when the Ollivier 
Cabinet was broken, in May, 1870, but his name 
was rejected beeause he was not a member of the 
Corps Legislatif. It also made the violent oppo- 
nents of the empire inimieal to him, and when he 
began a course of lectures at the College of France 
soon afterward, ne was treated so disrespectfully 
that he had to retire from the rostrum. In 
1871 he was elected to the Assembly, 
where he joined the Left Centre, and be- 
came its President. He was a_ strong 
supporter of President Thiers, and protested vigor- 
ousiy against his dismissal. In the period of doubt 
and fear that followed he remained unfaltering in 
his opposition to a change in the form of Govern- 
ment, and proclaimed himseif an advocate of a 
constitutional republic. He was President of the 
committee appointed to eonsiaer Gen. Changar- 
nier’s proposition to give Marshal MacMahon the 
control of the Government for 10 years, and he re- 
ported against it. He was also one of the oppo- 
nents of the scheme by which MaeMahon was 
chosen President of the republic for seven 
years. On all important measures’ before 
the Assembly he was an earnest speaker, and his 
speeches were always based upon careful inquiry 
and thought. In December, 1875, the Assembly 
elected him a Senator for life. In the Senate he 
also eat with the Left Centre and usually acted 
with its members, but bis liberalism and eonserva- 
tism kept him from following blindly the dictates 
of any man orsetofmen. At times, theretore, he 
was the object of bitter attacks even from the 
men and journals devoted to the same ends as 
himself. His politieal labors compelled him to 
give up lecturing at the College of France, but in 
1878, 1876, and 1879, he was chosen Director of that 
institution. 

During the American civil war M. Laboulaye was 
a firm friend of the Union, and wrote mueh and 
often in favor of the cause of the North in the 
journals of Paris. He wrote a “ Political History 
of the United States” in 1849, and a work on “The 
United States and Franee” in 1862, and he edited 
Channing’s works, introducing the one on 
slavery by an admirable essay, which went 
far to arouse a spirit of abolitionism in 
France. His book entitled ‘‘ Paris en Amerique” 
also had a great success. He was the Chairman of 
the Franco-American Union which eelebrated in 
Paris the one hundredth anniversary of American 
jndependence, and in many ways he endeared 
himself to Americans. His literary, political, and 
law works are too numerous to be mentioned in 
detail. They show that he had a wonderful power 
of adaptation and facility of expression. M. La- 
boulaye was a member of the French Institute, 
but net of the Academy. He wasa candidate for 
the seat of Sylvestre de Sacy in 1880, but Maxime 
du Camp was-elected over him.

PHILIPPE FRANCOIS HEUSCHLING. 

The death of Philippe Francois Xavier Theo- 
dore Heuscnling is announced by the cable. 
Heuschiing was one of the most emineut of Euro 
pean economists. He was a native of Luxem- 
bourg, and was born on March 21, 1802. In early 
manhood, being employed in the Department of 


Finance in Belginm, he took up the.study of politi- 
cal economy and pursued it with ardor. The at- 
tention of thinkers was first drawn to him by an 
excellent essay on the ** General Statistics of Bel- 
gium” whieh he published in 1888, and revised and 
supplemented in 1841 and 1844. His next work 
was on “Historical Bibliography of Statistics in 
Germany,” which he followed with a similar 
one upon French statistics, and an ‘“‘Essay on 
Universal Ethnographical Statistics.”” In the mean- 
time he performed the duties of Director of the 
Bureau of General Statistics in the Ministry of the 
Interior of Belgium and of Secretary of the Uen- 
tral Statistical Commission of that kingdom. He 
took a prominent part in the International Con- 
gress of Statisticans that was held in Paris in 1855, 
and also in the one in Vienna two years jater. His 
writings upon trade topies—the policy and the 
method of imposing Customs duties—are well 
known, as are also his work on “The Territory 
and Government of Turkey,’”’ and his trauslation 
from the German of Hildebrand’s ‘Principles of 
Administrative Statistics.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
The death is announced from London of 
Gen. Lord Rokeby. 
Capt. Gustavus Schneidan died in New-Or- 
leans yesterday at the age of 73 years. He went 


to New-Orleans from Sweden in 1826, and up to 
1865 followed the sea, latterly running in the Havre 
trade, and commanding the German Lloyd steam- 
ers Nurenberg and the Lone Star. Since the war 
he has been employed by the underwriters as Ma- 
rine Inspector. He leaves a wife and seven children.

STATEMENTS OF CHICAGO IRON MEN—NO 
COMPROMISE EXPECTED. 

CxicaGo, May 25.—The iron mills of this 
eilty and vicinity will shut down on June 1 unless 
some unexpected concession is made by the Amal- 
gamated Assosiation before that time, which is 
regarded as highly improbable by the manufac 
turers. 

**So far as we are concerned,” said a gentleman 
connected with the North Chicago Rolling Mill 
Company, which also owns the Bay View Iron- 


works near Milwaukee, “we prefer to stop, be- 
cause at the present rates ruling the trade we 
cannot make merchant iron ata profit. Of conrse 
we are in better shape tostand a two months’ shut 
down than the men are.” 

O. W. Potter, President of the North Chicago 
Mills, said this evening: ‘The men have submit- 
ted a scale of prices to us which we must decline; 
consequently a shut-down is inevitabie. The con- 
tract with the men terminates with the present 
month. The men belong to the Amalgamated 
Union, which has its head-quartersa in Pittsburg, 
and must, of course, obey its dictates. This scale 
of priees has been sent to the men from Pittsburg, 
and is based on a 244 cents per pound price for 
iron, whereas our price Is now 1.90 cents. Thescale 
is simiar to what we are now paying, but wecould 
not pay it in future without running at a loss.” 

“Would it not be possible to effect a compro- 
mise?’ 

““No. The termsare: The scale price or noth- 
ing. The mer are bound by cast-iron laws ana 
must follow the instructions from head-gfiarters, 
go that there is nothing left for the employers to 
do but to either aceept or decline. We decline.” 

“How arethe men prepared tostand a shni- 
down?” 

“Tecannot say. Nottoowell, I imagine. A few 
months of enforced idlenessis generally some- 
thing of a severe trial to the bulk of ordinary 
workmen. We usually employ 2,000 men at Bay 
View, but there are only 1,100 at work now, as we 
had to disc!:arge 900 for want ot work. Weshbali 
shut down at midnight on the #ist.” 

Mr. Griffin, Reeeiver of the Union Iron and 
Steel Company. said: ‘The threatened strike wil! 
not affect the steel, but the iron interest. There is 
no foundation to the rumor that our mills will 
startup in June. They will probably not begin 
operations until Fall, if then. There have been no 
negotiations between the workmen and myself, 
nor is any one authorized to transact business for 
the creditors of the company. It will not pay at 
present to run our mills in South Chicago.”

MME. MONASTERIO’S EARLY LIFE.| — 


A CHAPTER ADDED TO A RECENT PARISIAN 
SCANDAL—-CHILIAN EXPERIENCES. 

Panama, May 16.—A Chilian paper prints 
the following touching the antecedents of Mme. 
Monasterio, who lately figured in a Paris court in 
an effort to confine her daughter in a lunatic 
asylum: “Somewhere about 1835 the Monasterio 
family lived on the Cerro Alegre, in the third 
house ot the Esplanade, known by the name of 
Monte Alegre, a magnificent spot which overlooks 
the bay and much of the city. At that period for- 
eign families commenced to settle on tae green 
spots of those heights, which at this day 
are one prolonged garden with rows of 
happy mansions, whose dwellers speak the 
Teutonic and Saxon tongue, and rarely 


the Castilian. Dofia Paz Timotea Plafias was a 
tall, fair, and high-spirited Jady, who would have 
passed for beautiful. with her jet-black hair and 
palish complexion, had there not been in her fea- 
tures, which, taken separately, were handsome, a 
something hard and harsh, which imparted an ap- 
pearance to her countenance that frightened the 
servants when anger took possession of her. In 
the year referred to the hatred springing from the 
struggles of the Patria Vieja were still alive and in 
full vigor, and thejpeople lostino opportunity of giv- 
ing nicknames and Indicrous sobriguets to those 
suspected of being Spaniards or of having, from 
some circumstance or other, affinity with them. 
With or without cause, the servants and neighbors 
of Dofia Paz looked upon her as Spanish, and they 
never mentioned her by any other title than ‘La 
Goda,’ an indiseretion which Dofia Paz made her 
servants pay dearly for whenever she caught them, 
by beating them and kieking them out of doors. 
Those who knew Dofia Paz in those days say that 
when anger took possession of her she underwent 
a complete metamorphosis. When tired of shont- 
ing and of running about the house like a wild 
beast wounded in its lair. her voice hoarse and 
barely articulate, her countenance eompletely 
changed, and quite alone, for her anger made 
everybody fly, Dofia Paz would take to her bed, 
where she would lie three, four, and five days 
without permitting a soul to approach her or even 
speak to her, except an old servant named Maria, 
who suffered her mistress’s ill-temper with incredi- 
ble patience. 

“ The husband of Dofia Paz, who was an Argen- 
tine and an honorable merchant of this eity, 
named Tomas Monasterio, also came in for his 
share at the hands of that terrible woman, who no 
sooner espied her eonsort than she would hurl at 
him plates, tumblers, and everything within her 
reach, until Don Tomas was fain to fiy from the 
house, when Dofia Paz wonld vomit forth a voliey 
of insults, which the servants used to say made 
them stop up both ears. Where did this woman 
come from? Had she any relatives living? It is 
still remembered that in some of her qnarrels 
with Don Tomas he replied to her insults, and en- 
deavored to make her hold her peace by remind- 
ing her that ‘he had rescued her from poverty 
and misery, and that on this account, if for no 
other, she ought to treat him with greater respect 
and consideration.’ It is also known that Dofila 
Paz was of very bumble birth. and the chroniclers 
of those times say that she was the daughter of 
a Spanish huckster, who disappeared during the 
war of independence and was never heard of 
afterward. Nevertheless, Don Tomas’s fortune 
and position as merchant enablea him and 
his wife to move in the best of soelety., 
They had three children, two sons and a danghter. 
The eldest, named Adolfo, died in Valparaiso. 
The fate of the other son, Tomas, is unknown, 
and the daughter is the lady who has been forsi- 
bly placed in a private asylum for the insane by 
her own mother and her natural brother, Charles 
Laflette. Don Tomas Monasterio ‘died in Chili, 
how, when, or of what illness is not known, leav- 
ing a large fortune, the exact amount of which 
cannot be ascertained just now, and his widow 
and children went to Limache, wkere they pur- 
ehased a handsome guinta. At this point Dofia 
Timotea Plafias di Monasterio disappears from 
view to reappear 30 years later in a French tribu- 
na), aceused of a crime, or rather of. various seri- 
ous and scandalous crimes.

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MR. BELCHER ON SPIRITUALISM. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, in his regu- 
lar Friday evening talk in Plymouth Chapel, 
touched upon several topics last night. Of fasting, 
he said that it was permissible, but not necessary. 
He did not believe that God thought any the more 
ofa man if he did fast, nor any the less of him if 
he did not fast. Ordination wassimply an indorse- 
ment ofa man sent out to preach. There was no 
intrinsic virtue in the ceremony; it was chiefly 
serviceable for the preservation of order in the 
church. A man could be just as good a preacher 
without ordination as with it. The Plymouth Pas- 
tor did not believe in Spiritalism, but thought it 
worthy of investigation in order that it might 
be ascertained, if possible, what occult element 
it was that played such fantastic tricks with peo- 


ple’s senses. The average effect of Spiritualism on 
common people was not good. The otber world 
must be a very stupid, empty, and nonsensical 
world, judging from the messages that come from 
it through the Spiritualistic mediums. Mr. Beecher 
was seated at a spirit table in Europe one time, 
and bis father’s spirit was announced to him. At 
firet he thought the spirit really might be that of 
his father, for it was a robust, beoeay, and vigorous 
spirit, but no sooner did it begin to talk than it 
“ acted like a born fool.” Next the spirit of his 
mother came, but it said nothing that a mother 
would be likely to say. The littie spirits of his 
dead children rapped gently on the table, but 
they neither told nor asked him anything. Spirit- 
valism was at times impressive, but it was empty 
and devoid of sense.
